An Incident That Marked His Spirit 
and IndspMidanM. 

In his "Glimpses of the Confcdemte 
Army" iu the American iteview of Re- 
views Raadoiph H. McKim writes: 

"It seems to nie as 1 look back that 
one of the things which stood out 
strongly in the Confederate army was 
the independence and the initiatiTe of 
the Indlridnal soldier. It would baTC 

been a t>ctier umj In the field if it had 
tieen welded together bj a stricter dis- 
clpliBe. but this defe<rt was largely 

atoned for by the strong individuality 
of the units in thi* cohiuin. It was not 
easy to demornlize a body comiKised of 
men who thought and acted in a Mj^Ht 
of independence in battle.

Each Pieco Is Made 
One Let of Raw Silk. 
rorigt»e silk is the nndyed silk of 

silkworms fed on the le:n ps of scrub 
oak chiefly, though other trees are 
used in some portions of the pongee 
district. The silk is produced almost 
exclusively in Siiantung province and 
portions of nortli China imaMtdlatnij 
adjacent. 

The real pongee cloth, made of this 

uiicolored S[>ec!ally firodnced silk, is 
distinct from the pongees of com- 
nien e made in all colors from other 
silk. Elach piece of cloth is made 
from a particular lot of silk, and 
therefore each piece varies from all 
olher pieces in exact quality, weight 
and flneneaa and in a sHgiit degree la 
color and other qualities. 
There are certain general grades of 
j cloth, certain varieties of weaye, cer- 
j > tain popular weights, etc., but woBsen 
shopninsr in Chinese pongees flnd It

Tbe one ad- 
vantage that the bog has is tbat it la 
a scavenger aud consumes much of 
the waste on the farm. 

Any farm that supports a small pos- 
ture should have a few sheep. Brea 
if the laud is rough and apparently 
worthless for crops, by wise manage- 
meDt It osay be terraced and aowa to 
Bermuda or some other hardy grass 
for sheep grazing. 

'Aa foragers sheep are second to 
none unless it he their relative» the 
goat. Sheep require little other fbod 
than the pasture, except in winter, 
when tbey should be boused and fed 
hay and a Httle concentrated food. 

Sheep rei)rodn( e rapidly, and the 
money invested iu them is soon re- 
turned with Interest. Tbere ;ire few 
animals that will pay as well when 
i^ven tlie proper attention. 

Most every farm needs animals to 
afford fresh meat in season during 
the year. Mutton la palat.ible and 
wholesome, and the animal being 
small makes sheep desirable for this

' A Cavity That May Have Btn thm 
1 Seat -of a Sixth Sense. 

! Despite the progress of physiology 
I the study of the bomaii body ia full 
I of mystery. Some of Its well known 
organs have never revealed either 
their uses or the reason of their crea- 
tion. The part played by the spleMi 
, in human life was discovered but re- 
! cently. It Is now regarded as one of 
the principal agents in the circulation 
of the blood. But there are in tb« 
manrdoas fanman organism mys- 
terious parts which It is [mssible that 
no savant, howler iirofouud hi> 
1 lenming. may ever understand. For 
instance, in the skull, behind the car- 
tilage of the nose, there Is a little 
cavlry of unknown origin. Physiolo- 
gists believe that at one time— several 
thoosand ureneratfons ago— It c4Mitaiiied 
a gland con<<>:ti!i<r <>f two lohM JoiMd 
hy their common base. 

This cavity— the di'lta turcica— is. in 
the opinion of certain savants, the 
vestige of a sixth s e nse which was of 
great use to the antedUnrian ances- 
tor^i of man. It is beHered that this 
little gland enabled them to see in the 
I darkness when they had not yet learn- 
I ed the secret of prwnrlng light: that 
I it was the seat of the Tiysterious 
sense of situation or locality, the pow- 
er to orient their mnrne. the sense so 
highly developed to this day in sav- 
nges and certain animals. The theory 
Is plansible. bot it is donbtfal whether 
man will eTer acquire any real knowl- 
edge of the reason fM> the ezlstrace 
of tlM ddta turcica.— E^cliaBge.

NESTS IN COL ONIES. 

Hemes of the African Grosbeaks as 

Big as a Native's Hut. 
The biggest bird's nest in the world, 
not excepting the stork's, is built by 
the African groRbeak. It is really 100 
nests or more honnd together with 
closely interwoven sticlut, vines and 
strands of enanie grass and Is not 
built by a single pair of hirds. but hy 
a colony of them, it is of such enor- 
mous size that at a little distance it is 
often mistaiven for one of the native 
huts built in the trees so fre<iuently 
found in wild tropical couim it s where 
man eating animals abound, and the 
only way to sleep In safety Is to ••rooat 
high." 

The birds usually select a thorn tree, 
probably because <rf tlie protection af- 
forded by t!ie sharp, long thorns 
against marauders. All around the 
nest the roof of sticks, thatched with 
dry grass, projects to let the rain run 
off. A deep fringe of grass hangs from 
this cornice like a curtain to keep out 
any stray drops. These great nests 
are added to from year to year, each 
pair of mati>d birds huildinc on the 
main nest. Sometimes the nest be- 
coaies too heavy, and the branch 
brealvs or the great mass of sticks falls 
to the ground, destroyed by its own 
weight. The grosbeak is no larger 
than an English sparrow and Just as 
g r ega rious.— New Tork Press. 



They Were Used In Palestine as Early 
as the Year 850 B. C. 

IVofessor iJeorge A. Heisner of Har- 
vard uuivertiity discovered among 
some spMments of eartiest Hebrew 
writing in the exi aw.iions of the city 
of Samaiia, iu i'alestiue, a most inter- 
esting record of the Arst p«re food 
laws in history. He also found an- 
cient writings dealing with the tirst 
instance on recoixi of the keeping of 
wines in a government warehouse un- 
der bond. 

leafing bai k to the period of King 
Ahab, 850 B. C, these inscriptions are 
cmsldered to be one the greatest 
finds of the Harvard Palestinian ex- 
ptHlitions which delved Info the city of 
Ahab and Omrt for three years. They 
found labels on wine and oil jars. 
These mention the year in which the 
wine was laid down in the cellars of 
the palace storehouse, and they state 
the rineyard from which the wine 
came, important facts that are recog- 
nized equally well by vintners today. 

On the oil jars the label runs. "A Jar 
of pure oil." with the mention of the | 
district from which the oil came. The 
bits of |)ottery on which the desirip- 
tious were written were not parts of 
the Jars, but were evidently intended 
to be attached to the necks of the re- 
ceptacles. Just as are labels or seals 
at tlie present tiasew— Mew York World. '

Teals That Will Determine the Quality 
of the Fabrics. ^ 

If yon wish to Dnd out whether the 
material woUA to you as all wool or all 
silk is really so make a 5 per ceut so- 
lution of caustic potash and In tiris 
boll your sample of silk or wool. If 
the entire sample is consumed in the 
boiling your material is what it pre- 
tends to be: if there is a residue ttiat 
reeidne Is cotton. The caustic solution 
consumes the animal fibers. 

If you wish to tiud out wUeiher the 
silk that seems to be heavy silk is 
weighted with mineral bum the sam- 
ple and the ash will show you how 
mu. h mineral weighting there is. The 
pure silk will be wholly consumed. 

In buying supposed linen goods of 
toweling or snltinu:. dip your sample 
into concentrated sulphuric acid for 
two minutes and wash it out curefnlly. 
The cotton will have been consumed, 
the linen will have re-sisted the action 
of the acid. This test is one that 
should be made with precaution, as 
vitriol is not a thins to he tamitered 
with. -Mary Heatou Tone ia
